Dear Madam: 

I, Jerome Bertrand, under penalty of perjury, state that: 

1. I have expertise in the chemistry and preparation of candles, and I am a 
coinventor of the instant application. 

2. One skilled in the art would not expect the candle compositions of Pungs (US 
Patent No. 1,950,814) comprising up to 20% fatty alcohol to have the same properties as the 
candle compositions of the instant application comprising at least 25% fatty alcohol. For 
instance, candles comprising at least 25% fatty alcohol would possess multiple superior 
attributes: 

i) a more controlled burn profile; 

ii) less volume shrinkage and therefore less contraction at the wick and core; 

iii) greater adhesion to glass in container applications; 

iv) smoother surface finish; 

v) greater translucency (less opacity) resulting in greater light transmission; 
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vi) improved ability to receive and retain !fragrance within the candle's crystalline 
structure, thereby pr venting: rt syneresis" (fragranc oiling out), while still 
permitting excellent cold "throw" (fragrance odor impact) wften the candle is 
not lit and hot "throw" when the candid is burning; and 

vii) improved ability to receive dyes and pigments in order to give a richer, fuller 
spectrum of possible color options, j ;
